LINUM NARBONENSE HEAVENLY BLUE, very showy. 
LOBELIA CARDINALIS, spikes of bright red. 

" SIPHILITICA, blue, for moist places. 
LYCHNIS ALPINA, neat dwarf, bright pink. 

4 CHALCEDONICA, vivid scarlet. 

i VISCARIA SPLENDENS, showy pink, late May. 

MONARDA SALMON QUEEN, clear salmon pink, hardy and long-lived. 
True stock, field divisions. 

OENOTHERA MISSOURIENSIS, heavy, blooming size. 

PENSTEMON BARBATA HYBRIDA, rich colors from salmon to red. 
Heavy plants that will bloom well for cutting. 

PENSTEMON CONFERTUS BLUE, soft blue, very attractive. At least one 
year longer lived here than others. Heavy plants. 

PHLOX SUBULATA BLUE HILL, blooming size, started 1 yr. ago.

All from field beds thinly-sown eary April last year.

MUNSTEAD GIANTS, all colors. 
MUNSTEAD'S GIANT RED, red shades, many gold-marked.
